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Bell Telephone Co. 
Is Authorized To 
Increase Its Rates 


Hartsburg (JP) — The Public 


Utility Commission today author- 
ized the Bell Telephone Co. to in- 
crease its rates throughout Penn- 
sylvania by $13,477,898 a year, ef- 
fective immediately. 


The boost represents a $23,617,- 


549 cut from the 37- million dollars 
origianlly asked by Bell last Jan- 
uary. 


The decision by the commission 


was unanimous. In effect, the ac- 
tion gave Bell only about one-third 
of the 
amount of increase it 


asked. 


The telephone company was or- 


dered to revise its rates before 
Dec. 
26, retroactive to today, to 


reflect the lower amount of the 
increase. 


Bell originally , asked 
for in- 


creases ranging from 60 cents to 
$1.35, for residential subscribers 
and from $1.50 to $3.00 for busi- 
ness telephones. 


The bill of 2,369,000 subscribers 


using 3,508,000 telephones will be 
affected by' the increase.

Miami, Fla., (^P)—Terror and 


confusion swept Haiti today as a 
boiling political crisis—which the 
present regime says has been "ag- 
gravated by American government 
organizations" — headed toward a 
showdown. 


The country is virtually para- 


lyzed by a silent but deadly weap- 
on, a mass sitdown, the refusal of 
thousands of persons to work.

ice planes arrived shortly after 10

military officials. 


The flights marked the begin- 


ning of the Air Force's "operation 
.Safe Haven", under which 9,700 
refugees

brought here by Dec. 31. The rest 
will be brought by ship. 


The first group of passengers, 


who fled a homeland grown hos- 
tile to come to a new land grown 
so friendly that its military has 
pressed thouands of men into ef- 
forts to get them here, got a brief 
welcome.

Bulk of Israeli 


Retires 


From Peninsula 


Tel Aviv (IP)—The Israeli army 


has withdrawn the bulk of 
its 


troops from the Sinai Peninsula. 
Some units remain as covering 
forces for the final phases of the 
pull-out. 


The withdrawal is being timed 


to mesh with the movement east- 
ward from, the Suez Canal of Yugo- 
slav troops of 
the 
emergency 


force. 


The Yugoslav advance has been 


slowed by Israeli-land minefields 
and roads blown up on the west- 
ern side of the peninsula. 


No date has been announced for 


the departure of the last Israeli 
soldier from Sinai. But it is ex- 
pected to take place within 
two 


or three weeks. 


By then U. N. troops will have 


occupied key centers on the east- 
ern side of the desert peninsula. 
From these they can patrol the 
Egyptian-Israel border established 
in the 1949 armistice. 


The airfield there, now inopera- 


tive and still in Israeli hands, could 
be used to supply the U. N. troops 
by air if improvements are made.

The 20 sponsors met last night 


to discuss a companion resolution 
entered by India and her three 
closest Asian allies - Biu-ma, Cey- 
lon and Indonesia. The Asian pro- 
posal omits actual condemnation 
of Russia. But U. S. Chief Dele- 
gate Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., told 
his cosponsors it was noteworthy 
in that it implied a strong rebuke. 


Lodge was slated to take the 


floor late today to analyze the 
Asian proposal. It would have U. 
N. Secretary Dag Hammarskjold 
negotiate with both Hungary and 
Russia for withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Hungary. The Buda- 
pest regime already has ignored 
or rejected four previous Assemb- 
ly resolutions calling for admission 
of U. N. observers and withdrawal 
of the Russian forces. 


Informed sources said the 20 


sponsors of the U. S. proposal 
agreed to drive for a quick vote 
on their own resolution and then 
to suggest a paragraph by para- 
graph ballot on the Indian pro- 
posal. This would leave the As- 
sembly free to select whatever 
parts it wanted. 


General resentment over Hun- 


gary's flouting of the Assembly 
took a sharp upturn after Foreign 
Minister Imre Horvath stalked out 
of the assembly yesterday, declar- 
ing his government had been "dis- 
gracefully offended" by U. N. fel- 
low members.

Forest Service Plans Series ot 
Stations for Sampling of Snow 


Forest Supervisor E. M. Bacon basic considerations In the estab- 


today announced that a conference 
was being held in Warren to es- 
tablish a series of snow sampling 
stations in the Allegheny National 
Forest. In order to coordinate work 
now being done by the Army 
Engineers and to insure maximum 
value to those who might use the 
data, representatives of several 
agencies participated in the dis- 
cussions and field trip. These in- 
cluded Henry Rockwood of the U. 
S. Weather Bureau, in charge of 
the Federal-State Flood-Forecast- 
ing Service at Pittsburgh; George 
E. Terney, Hydrology Section, 
'Corps of Engineers, Pittsburgh; 
and 
_ Howard Lull of the North- 


eastern Forest Experiment Sta- 
tion at Upper Darby. 


Mr. Bacon stated that one of the 


lishment of the Allegheny National 
Forest was the protection of the 
watershed of the Allegheny River. 


Permanent and continuing re- 


cords of snow depth and water 
content within the national forest 
will provide important data on 
variations from year to year, bene- 
ficial effects of forest cover and 
properly managed woodland areas, 
and valuable information to the 
Federal-State Flood - Forecasting 
Service which is charged with pre- 
dicting floods. 


It is hoped that these initial sur- 


veys can form the basis for an 
expanded research program in th« 
field of watershed management in.

THE DIFFERENCE 


Says the New York Times: 
The conifers, the evergreen trees that came into 


their ovvn in the woodland when the oaks and maples 
shed their leaves, will soon come into the house as 
holiday decorations. They are as traditional as holly, 
mistletoe and tinsel. 


Of the evergreens in jDur area the pines, the firs, 


the hemlocks and the spruces, all natives, are most 
used for decoration. The, differences between them, 
particularly between the pines and the other three, 
are easy to see. Pines have long, slim needles that 
grow in clusters with a papery sheath. Firs, hemlocks 
and spruces all have short needles that grow singly. 
Some pines have needles a foot or more long, but the 
needles on our natives are seldom more than three 
or four inches, and the longest of them are on the 
•white pine. -There they grow in groups of five; on 
other pines they grow in clusters of only two or three. 


Spruces, hemlocks and firs are not so easily dis- 


tinguished from each other. Spruce needles are about 
half an inch long, four-sided, and grow at random 
around the twigs. Firneedles are also four-sided and 
less than an inch long, but they appear to grow in 
parallel rows on the twig and often point upward. 
Hemlock needles are flat, half an inch long, and make 
feathery twigs the needles growing on opposite sides 
like the vanes of a feather. Hemlock cones are less 
than an inch long. Fir and spruce cones are as much 
as six or seven inches long; but fir cones stand up on 


\ -the branches, and spruce cones hang down, pendent.

i/hemlock, have-a pungent; resinous fragrance.

ters within parcels. 


In Combination Mail, the postal 


patron is permitted to combine one 
class of mail with another class. 


Here are some of the most com- 


mon examples of how Combination 
Mail may be used: 
1. A first-class letter In a par- 


cel poat package. 


2. A first-lass letter Inside a 


third-cla»s parcel (one weighing 
up to 8-ounces 
and containing 


printed matter or merchandise). 


3. A first-class letter enclosed 


•within a piece of second-class mat- 
ter—such as a personal letter mail- 
ed inside a magazine.

There are no forms and no red 


tape of any kind connected with 
Combination Mail, Mr. Stans point- 
ed out.

and the proper postage is not paid 
as provided by Combination Mail, 
the entire. package becomes sub- 
ject to a higher postage rate.

Housing Head Goes 
To Bat for More 
Homes in the USA 


St. Louis (JP)—Albert M. Cole, 


administrator of the Housing and 
Home Finance Agency, said "we 
have now reached a point where 
we must not risk a continued drop- 
off in the availability of home fi- 
nancing." 


Cole declared it's his belief the 


government must act affirmative- 
ly to see that housing production 
ia protected. 


"In short, it is time to go to bat 


for housing," he said. 
"And as 


housing administrator, it is my in- 
tention and my responsibility—to 
be the leadoff man in the batting 
order." 


His remarks came in a speech 


prepared for a general session of 
the National Assn. of Real Estate 
Boards. 


"It is time to go to bat," he said, 


"for a sufficient flow of our sav- 
ings unto the home mortgage mar- 
ket to sustain a level of more 
than a million \imts of housing 
production. 


"It is time to go to bat for the 


people who need and want better 
homes, and can pay for them if 
they can get the financing" 


Cole said specific lines of action 


can't be offered now which will 
"clear all the clouds away in one 
breath. And I may say that the 
questions are not limited to those 
raised here and elsewhere 
about 


the interest rate on government 
backed mortgages. 


"But there is a responsibility in 


the government—and particularly 
in a period of overall tight con- 
trols over the 
money 
market 


through the ^Federal Reserve Board 
—to provide essential support to 
sustaining the flow of 
housing 


credit in order to keep the total 
economy in balance." 


Cole said that even with financ- 


ing problems, the 10-month total 
this year of new housing 'starts is 
about 973,000—and that 
makes 


probable some 1,100,000 new units 
for the entire year. 


"The potential market for new 


homes in 1957 is certainly not be- 
low that figure," he declared "I 
believe the prospects for realizing 
that potential are goo'd." 


The administrator said 
there 


would be no cause for serious con- 
cern "if the situation gave evidence 
of being self-correcting, 
if 
we 


knew that the decline in the supply

For the past several years, per- 


sonnel of the Allegheny National 
Forest have been patrolling- sec- 
tions of highways and woods roads 
on the Forest during1 the first two 
days of deer- season in order to g-et 
a cross section of hunting1 pressure 
and other important information to 
help them do a -better Job of wild- 
life management. 


As one of those participating: m 


this annual survey, I meet a lot of 
hunters in the field, and the con- 
tacts with them are always inter- 
esting and pleasant. It gives me 
the opportunity to explain some of 


the "thing's we are trying1 to accom- 
plish on the Allegheny National 
Forest, and I get the hunter's re- 
action to some of the things we 
do7 


This year we measured the girth 


of deer killed, and from a table 
which correlated girth with weight 
we were able to arrive at the ap- 
proximate weights of these deer 
The weight, together with antler 
development, tell an 
important 


story, about the amount and qual- 
ity of the feed that was available 
to "the deer before they fell under 
the hunters' bullets. 


On the first day of the season I 


interviewed one of the most con- 
sistently successful hunteis I have 
ever met 
For every buck killed 


over the years he had a notch on 
his nfle butt. He had been hunt- 
ing on the Allegheny National For- 
est for the past fifteen years, and 


his rifle butt bore fourteen notches. 
While his skill, coupled with a fair 
share of luck, remained nearly con- 
stant throughout this period, the 
quality of the bucks he killed had 
steadily declined both in weight 
and antler development. He still 
had vivid memories of the fine 
buck he killed the first year, back 
in 1941. It weighed 211 pounds 
hog' dressed, and the wide rack had 
eleven points 
In contrast, the 


buck he got in 1956 had five small 
points on a tiny rack, and only 
weighed 90 pounds. He remarked 
that back fifteen years ago you 
didn't shoot at the first buck that 
came along, but hunted until you 
located one that suited you. To- 
day, however, you had to be satis- 
fied with the first" one you saw 
since you might not get another 
one within your sights 
Some 


hunters blame the samll size of the 


deer today on inbreeding, but there 
is no such thing- in wild animals 
in the forest. Of 31 deer I checked 
weights on the first day of deer 
season, the smallest buck weighed 
75 pounds, and the largest weighed 
175 pounds. The rest averaged 
aiound 100 pounds, and twelve out 
of the thirty-one deer were spike 
bucks. 
„ 


Although 
some hunteia 
still 


camp in tents during the deer 
season, more and more are bung- 
ing house trailers onto the hunting 
country, and of course an increas- 
ing number are building1 perman- 
ent hunting camps on the Forest 
The days of roughing it under an 
improvised canvas "wickieup" are 
almost a thing of the past. 


I encountered one hunter who 


had spent his younger days hunt- 
ing from a tent camp. Now he has 
gone modern, and combines com-

"In the domestic field", he said 


in an address prepared for the an- 
nual meeting of the association's 
council, 
-"adequate 
economic 


growth and effective price stabili- 
zation must be our major objec- 
tives. 


"In the foreign field, we must 


recognize that we cannot use 18th 
and 19th century measures to cope 
with mid-20th century problems." 


The National Planning Asso- 


ciation describes itself as a non- 
profit, 
nonpohtical 
organization 


representing argriculture, business, 
labor and the professions. 


Sonne told its leaders to beware 


of history's lesson.—"the inevitable 
fall—either from within or with- 
out—of societies that have pros- 
pective and leisure in the midst 
of poverty and drudgery, either at 
home or abroad" 


He said the discrepancies be- 


tween America's living standards 
and those of the greater part of 
the world are "already dangerous- 
ly large," and added: 


"In such circumstances Ameri- 


can assistance would appear to be 
indispensable. 


"A foreign economic policy in 


our best national interest would 
call for a continued, long-term 
partnership plan—which I would 
like to see President Eisenhower 
announce.

Virdon swung his most potent 


bat against the League Champion 
Dodgers, hitting .417 in 15 games. 
Against Cincinnati and Milwaukee 
pitching he hit .338. Virdon saw 
action against the Braves the most 
times, appearing in 22 games and 
got 27 hits. A third of his nine 
triples came off New York hurling 
and' he hit .319 against the Giants. 
Most 
of Virdon's RBIs came 


against the Phillies— 9, and so did 
two of his homeruna. He also hit 
.319 against the Philadelphia club.

and a righthander, finished the 
season with a .311 average, third 
highest in the League and the 
highest he's evec hit in his three 
years as a professional baseball 
player.

Prince, who had been 
learning Spanish in order to talk 
to Clemente, Lino Donoso and 
other Latin American players, 
heard Donoso say "Arriba" to Cle- 
mente. Prince Was told that in 
literal translation it means, "arise, 
awake, let's go." "It sounded so 
colorful and fast it just seemed to 
suit Clemente," Prince 
explains, 


"And I decided that's what I'd 
call him." The fans have taken 
up the "Arriba" and Clemente 
thinks it's "Bueno, bueno," which 
means good.
